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| PRINTED paper having been diſtributed in HULL, intitled the 
A; « CasE of the Merchants, Ship-Owners, and principal Inhabitants of 
« the Town of King ſton-upon-Hull, and others intereſted in the Trade and 
« Shipping of the ſaid Port” —wherein the DOCK-COMPANY of 
that place are accuſed of ſoliciting and obtaining, upon © erroneous Eſti- 
mates,” the Acr of the fourteenth year of the reign of his preſent 
MajzsTy, commonly called the Docx - Act; and of improper conduct 
in the execution thereof: In order that Charges ſo groundleſs may not 
create prejudice in the minds of ſuch perſons as are deſirous of 
forming their opinion according to Truth and Juſtice, the following 
RemaARKs on the ſaid Charges, are ſubmitted to the conſideration of 


the Public, in the Name, and under the Authority, of the Dock - 
CoMPaANY. 


Bur previous to any animadverſions upon theſe Charges, it will be 
neceſſary to mention ſome particulars, relative to the origin and progreſs 


of the great Undertaking for making a Dock and Ltcar Quay at 
Hu. 
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Is the firſt place it muſt be obſerved, that the Inhabitants of Hort, 
during many Years, were, from various cauſes, adverſe to the eſtabliſh- 
ment of a LzcaLr Quay. Some imagined the ſcheme to be chimerical, 
and that loſs, not profit, would reſult from it: Others were apprchen- 
five of a diminution in the value of their property, which being ſituated 
in another part of the Town, would not be connected with the in- 
tended Dock: Others were ſo unwilling to ſubmit to that alteration 
in the mode of doing buſineſs in the Old Harbour, which had been re- 
peatedly deſired by the Revenue Boards, that a conteſt on that ſubject, 
between the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and the Town of Hurt, 
continued from the year 1746 to 1772, as will fully appear from the 
correſpondence of the Collector and Comptroller, for the time being, 
with the Board of Cuſtoms. 


In the year 1772, this matter, of ſo much importance, aſſumed a very 
ſerious aſpett indeed; for it was then ſignified by the Commiſſioners of the 
Cuſtoms, to the Collector and Comptroller, that unleſs the Town of Hurt, 
would immediately co-operate with the Board of Cuſtoms, in the eſtabliſh- 
ment of a Lzcar Quar at Hurt, they (the Commiſſioners) were deter- 
mined to eſtabliſh a LEGAL Quay at ſome other place, connefted with the 
River Humber. At the ſame time the Merchants of Garxszo0ROUGH, pre- 
ſented a Memorial to the Lords of the Treaſury, ſoliciting the eſtab- 
liſhment of a Lecar Quay at their Town. This Memorial was in— 
troduced and ſtrongly enforced by Loxp Gowex, with all the weight 
of intereſt which that Noble Lord is known to poſſeſs. 

DuriNG this imminent danger to the Town of Hurt, the Corporation of 
the Mayor and Burgeſſes, very wiſely accepted the offers of the Commiſſioners 
of the Cuſtoms, communicated through Mr Corthine; and thereupon allotted 
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1 


to the Trinity-Houſe, and ſuch Inhabitants of the Loa, as were willing 
to ſubſcribe, Shares, into which the undertaking was intended to be di. 
vided. Afterwards when a fufficicnt number of the Inhabitants of Hur, 
could not be induced to become Subſcribers, recourſe was neceſſarily 


had to perſons reſident in other places, to complete the Subſcription. 


Tuus open and public were the circumſtances that led to che 
original Inſtitution of the Dock Comrany, at KixcsToxn-uron- Hurt. 
And the Members who at preſent conſtitute that Company are firmly 
perſuaded, neither the Corporation, nor thoſe to whom that Body al- 
lotted Shares, were guilty of any deception whatever; and they arc 
certain, that the expectations of Government, with regard to an increaſe 
of the Revenue, have been fully anſwered, 


Havine thus ſtated the Cauſes which contributed to the making of 
the Docx, and the eſtabliſhment of a Lecar Quay at Hurt, it will be 
proper to proceed to a diſcuſſion of the Charges in the order in which 
they are printed,

Ax obſervations upon the manner in which the Act is recited 
in the „Cask,“ are unneceſſary. Let the whole Acr ſpeak for itfelf, 


clearly and plainly, without any garbling to anſwer particular purpoſes,

Is reſpe& to this Charge, the Docx-Comrany can truly aſſert, they 


have not exerciſed any powers oppoſite to the clear and expreſs 


proviſtons

proviſions of the AcT; but on the contrary, by making the Dock and 
Quay conſiderably larger than the dimenſions required by the Acr, 
and by giving every poſlible accommodation to the Trade of the Port, 
« they have complied with the general deſign of the Legiſlature.” 


HERE it may be properly remarked, that to the conduct of the 
Docx-Comeany, in executing the directions of the Act, the Corpo- 
rations of the Mayor and Burgeſſes, and of the Trinity-Houſe, have 
given, at leaſt, a tacit ſanction; for thoſe two Bodies being Proprictors 
of twenty Shares, are intitled to twenty votes: Three Members are 
deputed by each Corporation to att and vote as their repreſentatives 
at the meetings of the Commiſſioners: But in no one inſtance have 
the ſaid Corporations, or either of them, by any vote of their dele- 
gates, objetted to, or oppoſed the proceedings of the Docx-Comrany, 
at any meeting either of the Company, or of the Commiſſioners. 


Tur Charge of making falſe Eſtimates, the Docx-Comrany ablolutely 
deny. The Eſtimates were made by Ma Woorts, by order of the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, before that Honourable Board made their 
offers to the Corporation of the Mayor and Burgeſſes, and when ex- 
amined, will appear to have afforded no great encouragement to the 
ſpeculation. But whatever they were, the Docx-Comrany are not in 
the leaſt reſponſible for them; for that Company was not inſtituted, un- 


til about fifteen months after the Corporation accepted the offers of the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms.* 


Wirtu regard to the © extenſive and valuable Military Works,” as 
they are termed, they certainly were not of any material utility, in 


their

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their then ſtate; yet had they been of much greater value than they 
really were, the offer of them, together with the addition of 13, oool. was 
voluntarily made by Government; and it will appear, from the increale 
of the Revenue, that, in this particular, neither their judgment was ill 
founded, nor their liberality improperly applied. It was not any par- 
tiality to the Town of Hurt that induced Government to hold out 
thoſe rewards ;—Briſtol, Liverpool, and other Ports would have had an 
equal claim to their bounty, if an attention. to the general accommodation 
of Trade had been the chi objet of Government: In fact, the dona- 
tions to the Town of Hurt were principally for the purpoſe of in- 
troducing the ſame mode of collecting the Revenue, by means of a LEOGAI

« The Profits of the Subſcribers ought to have been limited, 
« and the proviſion in the Act for regulating the Tolls: 
« repoſed in diſinlereſted Perſons.” 


Tuts Charge ſets out wich aſſerting that © the Profits lo which each 
« Subſcriber is intitled under the Act, are granted without any limitation.” 
It is not more difficult to perceive for what purpoſe this Charge is 
made, than it is to prove that it 1s totally groundleſs. It is only neceſſary 
to refer to the Dock - AcT;—it may there be ſeen that the Rates 
or Duties are aſcertained and zimitE—and, of conſequence, the 
PROrirs alſo are LIMITED. As to the propoſition of repoling the regu- 
lation of the Tolls in perſons not intereſted, that is really ſo idle, and 
totally inapplicable to works of this magnitude, as not to deſerve any 


notice ;—For what perſon would have riſqued his property in an under-

taking of ſuch extent, and ſo uncertain in its iſſue, under a controul 
{o arbitrary ? 


Tux great difficulty in completing the Subſcription, under the pre- 
ſent . reſtrictions of the AcT, is in the memory of thoſe Inhabitants of 
the Town who were acquainted with the origin of the Work: And Mr. 
CHANDLER, at preſent a reſpettable Officer of the Corporation, may be 
aſked, how many weeks he. continued to fit in the Guild-Hall in Hurt, 
for the purpoſe of receiving Subſcriptions, and how many public notices 
were iſſued without producing the deſired effect.

« The very flouriſhing ſtate of the Dockx- Cour Ax x.“ 


IT is admitted that (in the year 1778) the works were completed in 
a period of four years, although the Acr allowed the Docx-Comrany 
ſeven years for that purpoſe. It is alſo true that the Members of the 
Docx-Comrany have advanced 250l. on each Share; but ſurely the 
intereſt of money, a conſideration of importance in a mercantile Town, 
together with the riſque, the individual attendance and induſtry of the 
Dockx-Comrany, ought to be included in the account;-—and to the 
aſſiduity of the Company the Report of Meſſrs SMzatrox and Woorre 
bears ſufficent teſtimony.“ The nominal Shares in the Acr were zool. 
each, or * as much in lieu thereof” as might be requiſite: Yet it may 
be ſafely urged, that, by leſs active and attentive managers (ſuch as 
too frequently undertake Bridges, Drainages, and other Public Works) 
the whole ſum of gool. on each Share would have been expended ; 
and the benefits ariſing to Trade and the Revenue, have been deferred 


until aſter the completion of the ſeven years.

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Tuar part of the Charge which accuſes the Dock-Cour Ax v of 
refuſing to render to the Mayor and Burgeſſes any account of the an- 
nual Duties for ſeveral preceding years, can only be made for the pur- 
pole of deception. The Act diretts that the Treaguntr to the 
Comeany ſhall, within two calendar months after every annual meet- 
ing, deliver, when requeſted, to the perſons intereſted, a printed ac- 
count of the receipts and diſburſements ſettled and allowed, and of the 
dividend declared and fixed at ſuch annual meeting. To the Txzx a- 
SURER therefore ſhould the application have been made, (and to him 
the Docx-Comrany deſired the Mayor and Burgeſſes to apply“) and he 
has annually offered to print the Account, but the Proprietors have 
hitherto deemed it unneceſſary. 


Tux Property of the Docx-Comrany is the next object of conſide ra- 
tion; but this, like other matters, is in general, greatly miſtated. —To the 
Statement of the value of the two firſt articles, viz. Mr Blaydes's Ship- 
yard, and the Houſes rented by John Norman and others, the Docx- 
Comrany have no material objeQtions to offer. But, as to the Ware: 
houſes, built for the convenience of Trade, ſurely theſe wild calculators 
cannot recommend to the Docx-Comrany to ſeparate them by a 
fale, from the ſervice of the Quay. With regard to the parcel of 
Ground which is ſaid to contain 10 Acres, 1 Rood, 27 Perches, and 
is eſtimated at 20,000]. the Dock - Courany can only ſay, they 
will be obliged to any Broker who will diſpoſe of ſuch part of it, at 
that rate, as can be ſeparated from the ſervices of the Docx. This 
ground, a conſiderable part of which muſt always be retained in its pre- 
ſent ſtate, for the exigences of the Dock, was purchaſed for laying 
foil, rubbiſh, utenſils and materials upon, “ and for other the purpoſes of 
the AQ,” at a price, that, in the opinion of 'the Scllers, was adcquate

and beneficial ;—as a convincing proof of this, no compulſive powers 
of a Jury, which the Act allowed the Docx-Comrany, were ever ex- 


erciſed on this occaſion: The Buyers and the Sellers treated in a fair, 
open manner, to the ſatisfaction of both parties. 


Tux groſs amount of the Duties on Shipping is unfairly introduced. 
The net proceed ought to have been ſtated. 


Not more than twenty 
of the original Subſcribers are now remaining: The ſucceſſors of the 


others have no great reaſon to boaſt of enormous profits: And it 
ought to be conſidered that the Works are conſtantly liable to ſuch 
accidents as could only be repaired at the expence of many Thouſand 
Pounds. Such is the flouriſhing ſtate of the Docx-Comraxy !

« The preſent Dock inadequate to the accommodation of Shipping. 
« Inconveniencies ariſing from the crowded ſtate of the 


te ſhipping, greatly prejudicial to Trade and detrimental to 
« the Revenue. ER 


From an attentive peruſal of the Acr, it is evident that the Haven 
or Old Harbour is intended to remain, as it always has been, the Poxr 
of KINcsTOx-upon-HUTTI. The Dock cannot certainly be regarded in 
any other view than as an appendage to the Port for the general con- 
venience and additional accommodation of the Shipping thereof. That 
this was the deſign of the Legiſlature, will appear from an examination 
of ſeveral Clauſes in the Acr, particularly thoſe reſpeing—the power 
of the Dock and Haven Maſlter—the mooring of three ſhips only in a 
tier—the Sufferance Quays, with many others, In regard to the crowded

ſtate of the Shipping in the Docx, that muſt neceſſarily happen in the 
winter months, it no Ships are directed by the Dock and Haven Maſter 
to lie in the Old Harbour.“ 


Wirn regard to the cleanſing of the Docx, the Mud Eng:ne now 
uſed for that purpoſe, and worked at an annual expence of near gool. 
is much more efficacious than any Reſervoir can poſſibly be. Yet if any 
Engineer ean recommend to the Docx-Comrany a more effettual mode 
of cleanſing the Dock, they will certainly adopt it. —As to the inſinua- 
tion of detriment to the Revenue from the ftate of the Dock, let the 
increaſed receipts of the Revenue ſpeak for themſelves, from the firſt 
year (viz. Jan. 1ſt, 1780) in which the buſineſs of the Port was tranſ- 
atted on the Lecar Quay, to the preſent time.

« Moſt alarming Conſequences to be apprehended from fire.” 


The danger from fire, which is here related with ſo many aggravated 
circumſtances, is conſiderably leſſened by the precautions of the Dock- 
COMPANY, in appointing nightly Watchmen, and in ordering the 
tires on board the Ships to be extinguiſhed at an early hour in the 
evening, on the ringing of bells. And it may be obſerved, in the greateſt 
part of the Dock, the ſediment being very inconſiderable, there is a 
lufficient depth of water to ſink any veſſel that may accidently take fire. 


To the complaint of the narrowneſs of the Lock, it is anſwered, that 
at the time of making the Dock, the Locx was conſtrutted of a ſuffi- 
cient width for the reception of the largeſt Merchant Ships in England, 
Eaſt-India Ships alone excepted ; and as an additional proof of the impro- 


priety

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pricty of this objection, it is well known, that in the courſe of ſeven 
years, not more than three Ships have been found too large for admiſſion 
into the Dock. The Lock was made thirty-ſix feet in width, in oppo- 
ſition to the. advice of the Engineers, who, from the uncertainty and 
danger of the foundation on which the Walls are built, recommended 


one of thirty-four feet only. 


Mz Woor ts, both in his ſurveys and eſtimates taken by order of the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and in his opinion delivered on the nature of 
the ſoil, and the riſque of the Undertaking, uſes the following expreſſions, 
« it is @ looſe filting ſoil of no manner of tenacity, 
proved, for in the year 1785, the Docx-Couraxny were obliged to

and indeed fo it has 


take down and rebuild, one fide of the Lock-yiT at the expence of 
near 7ool, and in 1786, the other fide at nearly the ſame expence. 
Here it is not improper to mention the great danger, that the Wall on the 
North- ide of the Dock may ſoon fall. Whenever this happens, an ex- 
pence of zoool. and upwards will be incured in reinſtating it. And yet 
it has been aſſerted, that the Dock-Courany had not, nor now have, 
in this Undertaking, any 7/ques to apprehend, or any natural difficulties 
to encounter.

« An immediate extenfion of the Dock become neceſſary.” 


An immediate extenſion of the Docx does not appear to be necel- 
ſary, if as has alr&ady been ſtated, the Haven or Old Harbour is Qtill to 
be conſidered as the Port of KinosroN-upon-Hu Lt. and it certainly 
was not expected at the time of paſſing the Acr, that the Dock alone 

ſhould

ſhould Eontain all the Shipping of the Port, nor that the O72 7h of, 
in which the whole buſineſs of the Port had been formerly conducted 
ſhould be entirely abandoned.“ The Docx-Comrany are juſtified by 
the Docx-Acr, in conſidering the Old Harbour as jointly connected 
with the Docx for one common object, wiz. the general accommo- 
dation of the Trade and Shipping of the Port. And whenever it ſhall 
be thought neceſſary to make that uſe of the OI Harder which it will 
admit of, under the Direction of the Act, upwards of Sixhy Ships of the 
largeſt burden may be moored in it; but if only about one half of that 
number of Ships were removed out ot the preſent Dock into the Old- 
Harbour, all appearance of the neceſſity of an extenſion of the Dock, 
from the crowded ſtate of the Shipping, and of conſequence from the ap- 


prehenſion of fire, would be removed. 


As to the part of this Charge which ſtates the Docx-Comyany have neyer 
returned a ſatzs/attory anſwer to the applications of the Merchants, and others, 
it is a fat of public notoriety, that after the Memorial of the 7th of 
January 1786 had been preſented, the Dock-Cour Ax x readily nominated 
three of their Body, to confer with three Gentlemen appointed by the 
Memorialiſts, upon the ſubject of an extenſion of the Docx. The re- 
ſalt of that conference was a ſeries of propoſitions approved by the 
Delegates of both parties, and by them communicated to, but rejected by, 
a mecting of the Inhabitants, which neither from number nor importance 
could be conſidered as expreſſive of the general ſentiments of the Town. 
It is alſo equally notorious that not only on that occaſion, but at ſeveral 
ſubſequent meetings, Sir Henry Etlierington, Bart. the Chairman of thoſe 
meetings, publicly declared his approbation of thoſe propoſitions.

« Reaſons in ſupport of the Claim, the Public have on the 
Dockx-Cour ax for the accommodations required.” 


Uron the firſt part of this Charge, animadyerſions have already 
been made, in the courſe of theſe Remarks. In reſpeQ to the other 
part, whieh alleges that **zhe Crown was deceived in the Grant,” the 
authentic documents in the Appendix, with others in the poſſeſſion 
of Individuals, fully refute an aſſertion ſo falſe and unjuſt. The Cor- 
poration of Hurt made the bargain with Government on the moſt 
- honourahle terms. A Lzcar Quay was earneſtly defired by the 
Revenue Boards,“ who then were, and now are, ſatisfied with the con- 
tract, and the MANN ER in which their object was obtained. 


As to a reduction of the Tolls, it may fairly be affirmed, that the 
dividends received by the Proprietors of the Dock, do not warrant any 
ſuppoſition that the preſent Tolls are too high, or. that the profits of 
the Company are exorbitant. The Clauſe for lowering the Tolls, and 
raiſing them again, as.the Proprietors may judge expedient, is a common 
Clauſe in all AQs of this nature (as in the Air and Calder Abt, &c.) 
and had it not been inſerted, it would have been in the power of any 
ſingle Proprietor to have objefted to a reduction of the Tolls, however 
urgent might be the neceſſity.— And it may not he improper in this place 
0 mention, that the Docx-Comraxy, from a deſire to promote the 
mercantile intereſt of the Port, have never yet received more than Two 
THIRDS of the Wikarfage Rates on Goods, which the Act gives them a 
power to receive.

due regard to their perſonal aſſurances made at the Treaſury ; the names 
of thoſe © timorous ſubſcribers” are given in the Appendix,“ and their 
opinion of the Undertaking may be aſcertained by the value they fixed 
on their property at the time they diſpoſed of it. There is not at 
preſent any neceſſity for enlarging on the probable motives of thoſe 
Gentlemen, © in ſelling out,” and as two of their number have lately re- 
purchaſed Shares in the Undertaking at a price of soo gs. each Share; 
it may reaſonably be imagined, that however © #morous" their former con- 
duct may have been, they are now attuated by the laudable deſire of 
{upporting the Docx-Comrany in the preſent moment of apparent danger.

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Tux oſtentatious detail of the many inſtances in which the conveniences 
ol individuals in all matters of Legiſlature muſt give way to the good 
of the public, is ſcarcely deſerving of a ſerious anſwer. It is admitted 
in general, that the Public Good is the ultimate object of all laws ; 
yet equity and juſtice to private perſons, certainly ought not to he 
diſregarded in them. And ſurely the private property of thoſe indi- 
viduals who conſtitute the Docx-Comeany, ought not to be taken 
from them, upon the vague, erroneous and unwarrantable aſſertions of 
perſons, unacquainted with the origin or progreſs of the buſineſs in 


queſtion, or its preſent importance to the ſecurity of the Revenue, and 
to the benefit 'of Commerce.

Tur theſe ſallacious aſſertions may be expoſed to the - cenſure they 
merit, it may be juſtly affirmed that the Docx-Comrany are not pol- 
ſeſſed of any ſurplus ſtock, or reſources equal to the expenditure of 
30,000]. For that is the ſum requiſite to gratiſy the expectations of their 
-opponents.—Even the few remaining original ſubſcribers would ſenſibly 
feel ſuch an oppreſſion; and to a much greater degree would 1t be 
experienced by thoſe who have purchaſed Shares in the Undertaking, at 
a price that now yields them not fix per Cent.—The Dock - Comrany 
therefore entertain no doubt of convincing thoſe, whom it will be 
meritorious to convince, that the requiſitions of their adverſaries, which 


are aſſerted to be the demands of the public, are not equitable.
